AND BROKERS UNDER BYE-LAW-18 5A 

tfNlojtWithatanding anything to the contrary contained in 
these | Biye-laws, the following shall regulate the transactions 
bclwden Clients and Brokers ; 

. It shall be compulsory for all Member brokers to 
the money of the clients in a separate account and their 
money in a separate account. No payment for tran- 
qnS in which the Member broker is taking a position as 
(icipal will be allowed to be made from the client’s 
jnt. The above principles and the circumstances under 
transfer from client’s account to Member broker’s 
lint would be allowed are enumerated below. 

(A) Member Broker to keep Accounts 

Every member broker shall keep such books of accounts, 
as ;vfijl be necessary, to show and disingulsh in connection 
wjt|h|Tui business as a member— 


(E) Right to lien, set-off etc., not affected : 

Nothing In this para 1 shall deprive a Member broker o# 
any recourse or right, whether by way of lien, set-off, coun¬ 
ter-claim charge or otherwise against moneys standing to the 
credit of clients account. 

(2) It shall be compulsory for cil Member brokers to keep 
separate accounts for client’s securities and to keep such 
bookq of accounts, as may be necessary, to distinguish such 
securities from his/their own securities, Such accounts for 
clients securities shall, inter alia, provide for the follow¬ 
ing : 

(a) Securities received for sale or kepi pending delivery 
in the market,
